The 

Queen's  Bands 

The  Queen’s  brass  band  was  formed 
in  1920  on  the  initiative  of  several  in¬ 
terested  student  musicians  and  made  its 
first  appearance  with  a  roster  of  about 
twenty.  The  members  provided  their 
own  uniforms  which  consisted  of  Tri¬ 
color  sweaters,  white  duck  pants  and 
freshmen  tarns,  and  also  their  own  in¬ 
struments  and  music.  They  were  a  rag¬ 
tag  bobtailed  outfit,  but  what  they  lack¬ 
ed  in  finesse  they  made  up  in  enthusiasm 
and  they  were  in  demand  at  all  home 
football  games  and  all  student  parades, 
of  which  there  were  several  each  year. 

By  1930  the  band  boasted  about  twenty- 
five  members  and  by  this  time  they  had 
substituted  blazers  for  the  sweaters.  In 
the  late  Thirties  they  were  provided 
with  tricolour  uniforms  by  an  interested 
graduate  and  they  made  a  much  nattier 
appearance  as  they  swung  their  capes 
and  marched  into  action.  The  Class  of 
Science  ’41  paved  the  way  for  the  uni¬ 
forms  of  today  when  they  turned  over 
their  rights  to  a  dance  known  as  “Sadie 
Hawkins”  and  which  had  been  a  great 
money  maker.  The  student  body  agreed 
to  pay  a  per  capita  levy,  and  this  money 
was  collected  all  through  the  war  years 
even  though  the  band  was  not  in  opera¬ 
tion.  Shortly  after  the  war,  the  funds 
augmented  by  grants  and  loans  from 
various  bodies  including  the  A.B.  of  C., 
the  kilty  uniforms  of  today  were  pur¬ 
chased  and  the  band  has  been  in  this 
distinctive  dress  ever  since.  In  1963  the 
A.M.S.  voted  $10,000  towards  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  new  equipment,  uniforms  and 
instruments. 

The  Queen’s  Pipe  Band  was  formed 
in  1924  with  the  late  Dr.  W.  Z.  C.  Wat¬ 
son  of  the  Class  of  Medicine  ’29,  as  the 
leading  spirit.  Each  man  supplied  his 
own  uniform  and  pipes,  and  the  small 
group  was  augmented  by  pipers  from 
the  City  and  R.M.C.  By  the  aid  of  tag 
days  and  donations  from  alumni  and 
members  of  staff  a  set  of  pipes  and  six 
uniforms  were  purchased  and  the  band 
barely  managed  to  exist. 

Under  the  new  deal  by  which  the 
Pipe  Brass  Band  profited  the  Pipe  Band 
also  was  outfitted  in  kilty  uniforms 
after  the  war.  The  present  unit  boasts 
a  group  of  comely  dancers  who  add  to 
the  general  appearance.

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The  Alma  Mater  Society  is  the  eldest  student 
government  in  Canada.  Founded  during  the 
1858-59  session,  the  AMS  has  developed  through 
many  stages  and  moods  to  become  a  true  guardian 
of  all  student  activity,  of  non-academic  nature, 
on  the  Queen’s  campus.  All  undergraduates  and 
postgraduates  registered  for  courses  covering  six 
months  or  more  automatically  become  members 
of  the  AMS. 

Late  in  the  winter  of  each  year  the  seven 
societies,  Levana,  Graduate  Student,  Theological, 
Engineering,  Arts  and  Science,  Aesculapian,  and 
Law  elect  three  people  to  sit  on  the  AMS  Execu¬ 
tive.  These  three  people  in  each  case  are  the 
President  of  the  Society  and  two  other  representa¬ 
tives  —  a  senior  and  a  junior.  The  AMS  Execu¬ 
tive  also  has  four  non-voting  members  —  the 
Female  Athletic  Stick,  the  Male  Athletic  Stick, 
the  Journal  Editor,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
local  Canadian  Union  of  Students  committee. 

The  AMS  Executive  has  ten  standing  commit¬ 
tees  which  it  administers.  The  activities  of  these 
committees  are  described  in  the  AMS  constitu¬ 
tion  and  the  Handbook. 

The  AMS  Court  is  the  supreme  tribunal  of  the 
student  body.  It  cannot  be  over-ruled  by  the  AMS 
Executive.  The  vigilance  sub-committee  of  the 
AMS  Court  is  responsible  for  the  enforcement 
of  the  constitution  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society. 

The  AMS  Executive  initiated  its  own  programs, 
either  directly  from  the  executive  or  through  its 
standing  committees,  it  serves  as  a  co-ordinator 
for  all  student  activities,  and  some  of  its  officers 
serve  as  representatives  of  the  student  body  in 
dealings  with  the  University  Administration,  with 
the  city  of  Kingston,  and  with  the  officials  and 
students  of  other  universities.

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Queen's  Summer  School 


Queen’s  Summer  School  was  permanently  established 
in  1910  and  has  operated  each  summer  since  then.  It  was 
one  of  the  first  Summer  Schools  to  be  established  by  any 
university  on  the  North  American  continent.  It  was 
founded  at  the  insistence  of  a  few  very  energetic  teachers 
who  had  been  taking  correspondence  courses.  This  pro¬ 
posal  had  the  whole  hearted  support  of  Dr.  John  Matheson 
and  Dr.  W.  T.  MacClenrent  of  the  Queen’s  staff.  At  the 
beginning  it  was  very  small  and  the  students  themselves 
decided  to  take  a  hand  in  advertising  the  advantages  of 
Summer  School  lectures.  This  was  largely  due  to  Dr.  J.  T. 
Curtis  of  Ottawa  in  whose  name  a  scholarship  has  been 
established.  This  was  set  up  by  his  fellow  students  and  is 
still  awarded  to  a  Graduate  who  completes  all  his  courses 
through  extramural  and  Summer  School  study. 

Only  a  few  courses  were  offered  in  these  early  1900’s 
but  gradually  these  classes  grew  until  last  summer  40  full 
credit  courses  were  offered  at  the  Summer  School. 


the  students  are  divided  into  sections.  Thus,  the  instructor 
comes  to  know  his  students  even  in  the  short  summer 
period.  Every  year  distinguished  instructors  are  brought 
from  as  far  away  as  Australia  and  England  as  well  as  the 
east  and  west  coast. 

Queen’s  was  the  first  University  to  bring  French-Cana- 
dians  to  the  campus.  Now  there  are  over  100  French- 
Canadians  each  year  attending  classes  to  learn  the  English 
language.  The  number  has  to  be  limited.  Otherwise  they 
would  soon  outnumber  the  English-speaking  Canadians. 

Queen’s  University  was  also  first  in  organizing  a  School 
of  Fine  Arts  where  Painting,  Drama  and  Ballet  were 
taught  as  extracurricular  courses.  Now  there  are  a  great 
number  of  people  who  come  to  Queen’s  for  these  courses 
only.  The  credit  courses  require  so  much  of  the  students’ 
time  that  few  of  them  can  take  advantage  of  these  extra¬ 
curricular  courses. 


It  is  possible  to  obtain  a  general  Arts  degree  by  extra¬ 
mural  and  Summer  School  study.  The  minimum  attend¬ 
ance  requirement  is  four  Summer  School  sessions  and  it 
is  at  this  time  that  the  students  are  able  to  fulfill  the 
requirements  for  courses  such  as  the  Sciences,  Philosophy 
and  Languages.  Here  also  a  number  of  intramural  students 
come  to  make  up  back  classes.  The  courses  are  on  the  same 
level  as  the  intramural  courses  and  in  many  cases  exactly 
the  same  examinations  are  written. 

Many  heads  of  departments  as  well  as  senior  professors 
give  these  Summer  School  courses.  For  the  large  classes 


There  is  a  possibility  that  for  the  1964  summer  Queen’s 
will  be  offering  a  French  conversation  course  for  elemen¬ 
tary  school  teachers  and  a  special  course  in  Biology  so 
that  high  school  teachers  may  learn  the  new  approach  in 
the  teaching  of  Biology. 

Many  courses  are  offered  each  year  for  the  high  school 
students  who  are  upgrading  their  certificates  and  for  those 
completing  their  Type  A  teaching  certificates.

The  initiations  and  orientations  of  Arts  freshmen  this  year  acquired  several 
new  and  interesting  features  as  the  result  of  a  growing  concern  that  the  freshmen 
realize  what  is  expected  of  them  by  the  university  and  appreciate  the  privilege 
of  attending  Queen’s  University. 

The  freshmen  arrived  a  day  earlier  than  usual,  and  underwent  a  special 
registration  procedure  in  Grant  Hall  to  be  sorted  according  to  name,  address, 
and  general  course  interest,  and  to  receive  reams  of  material,  including  tarns  and 
I.D.  buttons. 

The  second  innovation  was  the  “senior  student”  program  which  assigned  to 
every  six  freshmen  an  upperclassman,  and  was  designed  partially  to  guide  fresh¬ 
men  in  planning  their  curricula  and  primarily  to  enhance  contact  between  fresh¬ 
men  and  upperclassmen  who  know  how  windows  can  be  opened  and  broader 
vistas  glimpsed  during  a  stay  at  university.

There  were  also  banquets  in  Leonard  and  in  Ban  Righ  dining  halls,  with 
professors,  senior  students  and  vigilantes  in  attendance  to  promote  informal 
contact  between  faculty  and  students  early  in  the  year. 

These  are  but  some  of  the  activities  in  the  orientation  program.  Others,  such 
as  the  Tradition  Ceremony,  the  specialized  talks  on  major  and  minor  subjects, 
and  the  instruction  in  Queen’s  method  of  student  government  all  proved  valuable. 
And  of  course  we  must  not  forget  the  less  formal  aspects,  the  initiations,  which, 
rallying  under  new  restraints  (no  hair  cuts,  decent  clothes  in  class),  proved  to  be 
as  imaginative  as  ever,  and  for  all  concerned  an  excellent  reprieve  from  the 
worries  of  which  courses  to  take.

Greased  Vole  Climb 


The  greased  pole  climb  (an  annual  event  at  Queen’s)  was  born  in  the  fall  of 
1956  when  Science  ’60  was  being  initiated.  It  was  the  brain  child  of  Ron  ‘Porky’ 
Eade,  Chief  FREC  for  Science  ’59.  There  are  rumors  that  this  is  one  of  the  famed 
U  of  T  “invincible  goal  posts”  which  succumbed  to  the  Queen’s  men  in  the 
mid-fifties.  If  not  one  of  the  originals,  it  was  a  replica. 

Up  until  1961  the  pole  was  firmly  planted  where  the  tennis  courts  are  now. 
In  ’61  it  was  temporarily  stuck  just  outside  the  stadium  wall.  For  the  past  two 
years  the  climb  has  taken  place  in  a  farmer’s  field  north  of  Barriefield. 

In  the  first  year,  a  representative  number  of  sophomores  were  allowed  to 
mingle  with  the  frosh  at  the  base  of  the  pole  and  attempt  to  delay  the  climb. 
The  rest  were  encouraged  to  throw  vegetables  down  from  the  nearby  hill.  Around 
the  pole  was  a  pool  of  mud  and  crankcase  oil.  During  6 1  ’s  initiation  the  sophs 
were  not  allowed  to  come  off  the  hill.  When  the  post  lost  its  permanent  anchorage, 
after  Science  64’s  initiation,  the  pit  had  to  be  abandoned. 

In  1963  there  was  a  change  of  emphasis.  No  missiles  were  thrown  and  the 
FRECS  were  again  allowed  to  approach  the  base  of  the  pole.  Conforming  with 
the  trend  towards  orientation  their  function  was  to  cheer  and  encourage  the  frosh 
in  their  climb,  which  demonstrates  how  well  the  freshman  year  has  organized 
itself  into  a  cooperating  unit.

Levana 

Candlelighting  Ceremony 

The  Candlelighting  Ceremony  marks  the  initiation  of  all  fresh- 
ettes  into  the  Levana  Society  of  Queen’s  This  ceremony  has  been 
a  tradition  within  the  society  for  many  years.  It  is  a  formal  pledge 
of  loyalty  from  Queen’s  women  to  their  Alma  Mater.  At  the  cere¬ 
mony,  a  senior  Levanite  lights  her  freshette’s  candle  and  places 
an  academic  gown  on  her  shoulders.  These  symbols  reflect  the 
new  hopes  and  ambitions  which  the  freshettes  bring  to  Queen’s 
as  well  as  remind  them  of  the  aspirations  and  achievements  of  all 
those  Queen’s  women  who  have  gone  before  them.  At  one  time, 
the  women  of  Queen’s  wore  academic  gowns  to  classes.  As  the 
gowns  are  passed  on  to  each  new  group  of  freshettes  the  tradition 
of  the  search  for  wisdom  and  knowledge  is  carried  on.  The  light 
also  has  been  passed  from  senior  to  freshette  down  through  the 
years  and  this  serves  as  a  bond  of  union  between  all  the  women 
graduates  and  undergraduates  of  Queen’s.  To  keep  this  bond  of 
union  is  the  purpose  of  the  Levana  Society. 
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An  after-thought  on  initiations  at  Queen’s  .  . 


Freshmen  initiation  at  Queen’s  did  not  begin  until  early  in  the  century  about  1904. 

Prior  to  that  time  the  lowly  frosh  were  kept  in  line  through  the  machinery  of  faculty  courts.  First-year  students 
who  were  bumptious,  arrogant,  presumptuously  dressed,  or  who  displayed  any  interest  in  the  opposite  sex  were 
hailed  into  court,  given  a  fair  trial,  and  then  sentenced  to  hang,  or  whatever,  with  a  minimum  of  time  and  effort 
being  spent  on  the  presentation  of  evidence. 


When  physical  initiation  was  introduced  it  was  of  a  particularly  violent  type  known  as  the  “rush.”  In  this 
pecular  art  form  the  frosh  were  lined  up  at  one  end  of  a  field — the  Lower  Campus,  and,  later  the  Athletic  Field, 
now  non-existent — and  the  sophomores,  augmented  by  sadistically  inclined  upperclassmen,  at  the  other.  At  a  given 
signal  the  two  hordes  met  in  the  centre  of  the  battlefield  and  through  sheer  force  of  numbers  the  freshmen  were 
overwhelmed,  trussed  up,  liberally  daubed  with  grease,  oil,  rotten  eggs,  or  whatever  the  fiendish  minds  of  their 
tormentors  could  devise,  and  were  then  paraded  through  the  streets  for  the  edification  of  the  townspeople. 

It  was  a  violent  introduction  to  university  life,  but  it  was  strongly  defended  by  those  who  had  survived  the 
pagan  rites  of  the  year  before.  In  spite  of  the  opposition  of  the  administration  and  others  with  a  distaste  for  may¬ 
hem  and  gore,  this  barbaric  practice  continued  for  nearly  twenty  years,  at  the  cost  of  depleted  wardrobes,  some 
broken  bones,  and  at  least  two  lawsuits. 

The  A.M.S.  executive  on  several  occasions  officially  opposed  the  practice,  but  it  went  on  until  1922,  when  the 
Senate,  after  a  student  had  sustained  a  serious  injury,  outlawed  rushes. 

The  students  continued  with  other  versions  of  physical  initiation  which  reached  some  kind  of  a  pinnacle  in 
1925.  In  that  year  the  frosh  were  taken  to  Collins  Bay  or  Kingston  Mills,  divested  of  their  shoes  and  buttons,  and 
then  left  to  find  their  way  home  as  best  they  could.  On  arrival  in  Kingston  they  were  herded  to  the  Stadium  where 
they  were  doused  in  a  mixture  of  motor  oil,  molasses,  and  cup  grease,  rolled  in  feathers,  and  then  projected  down 
a  greasy  slide  into  a  slimy  mess  of  witch’s  brew.  In  a  final  touch,  as  the  frosh  were  scrambling  for  their  footgear 
they  were  subjected  to  a  shower  of  ancient  eggs.

As  an  aftermath  of  this  refinement  the  pendulum  of  public  opinion  swung  the  other  way,  and  the  following  year 
all  forms  of  physical  initiation  were  abolished.  The  wearing  of  the  tarn  was  made  compulsory  and  was  the  only 
mark  that  distinguished  the  lowly  frosh  from  the  lordly  upperclassmen. 

The  moratorium  lasted  for  twelve  whole  months  and  then  a  modified  form  of  initiation  was  introduced.  Since 
then  there  has  always  been  some  initiation,  some  of  it  physical  until  it  was  outlawed  by  student  government,  and 
latterly  it  has  become  more  of  an  indoctrination  and  orientation  into  the  life  and  customs  of  the  university  and  its 
environment.  There  has  been  a  trend  towards  good  works  such  as  helping  charitable  causes  in  the  city  with  the 
impressment  of  freshmen  as  volunteer  workers  for  campaigns,  surveys,  and  the  like.  True,  there  is  usually  some 
form  of  harassment  such  as  shaved  polls,  weird  habiliments,  early  morning  sing-songs,  and  prescribed  behaviour, 
designed  to  impress  on  the  first-year  students  their  place  in  the  pecking  order;  but  on  the  whole  the  trend  has 
been  towards  safe  and  sane  initiations.  There  are  signs  that  the  zany  features  will  eventually  die  out  altogether 
and  their  departure  will  be  mourned  only  by  those  who  still  harbour  the  belief  that  the  frosh  must  be  taught  their 
station  in  life,  and  that  any  display  of  kindness  is  one  of  weakness  and  one  that  will  contribute  to  the  fall  of  the 
human  race,  Queen’s  version.  This  development  may  well  be  hastened  by  such  incidents  as  the  supposed  loss  of  a 
freshman  during  the  ceremonies  at  the  HEATING  PLANT  breakwater  last  fall,  an  incident  fortunately  without 
basis  in  fact,  but  one  that  left  a  deep  scar  on  those  of  the  administration  who  were  involved  in  the  all-night  search. 


Why  Buy  A  Brick  ? 

A  theatre  at  Queen’s  has  been  a  dream  of  students  for  many  years, 
yet  it  was  not  until  1959  that  any  concrete  steps  were  taken  to  make 
this  a  reality.  Since  its  inception  in  1959,  the  Building  Fund  has  grown 
in  strength  and  determination  and  at  present  is  one  of  the  most  active 
subcommittees  of  the  A.M.S. 

The  purposes  of  the  Building  Fund  are  to  make  students,  faculty, 
and  administration  aware  of  the  need  for  a  campus  theatre,  to  raise 
student  support  for  the  project,  and  finally  to  take  definite  action 
toward  the  design,  financing,  and  actual  construction.  Through 
various  projects  such  as  Booster  Buttons,  Tag  Day,  the  Chad  Mitchell 
Trio  Concert,  as  well  as  numerous  other  small  undertakings,  the  first 
two  purposes  have  generally  been  accomplished.  Student  support 
and  enthusiasm  are  at  an  all-time  high.  People  are  aware  of  the  need 
for  a  theatre.  Only  the  practical  aspects  remain,  in  addition  to 
administration  approval.  While  these  tasks  still  seem  a  great  obstacle, 
the  Building  Fund  expects  to  see  the  theatre  on  campus  within  the 
next  five  years.

House 


On  October  14,  1962,  181  University 
Ave.  was  officially  opened  by  Dr.  Corry 
as  International  House  of  Queen’s  Uni¬ 
versity.  The  house  was  donated  by  Mr. 
Churchill  of  Kingston  who  is  now  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Advisory  Committee.  Plans 
are  being  made  for  the  building  of  a  new 
International  House  along  with  new  ideas 
on  how  to  aid  the  visiting  student  during 
his  stay  in  Canada;  this  work  is  being 
done  by  the  Principal’s  Committee  with 
Dr.  Coleman  as  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Dewar 
as  Permanent  Secretary. 

The  purpose  of  the  house  is  to  have 
a  meeting  place  for  Canadian  and  over¬ 
seas  students  providing  for  opportunities 
for  the  overseas  student  to  meet  his  fellow 
Canadian  student  and  Canadian  Families 
in  the  area.  Thus  the  overseas  student 
can  bring  back  to  his  home  country  a 
vaster  knowledge  not  only  of  what  he 
learned  on  the  university  campus,  but  a 
deeper  understanding  of  the  Canadian 
people  and  their  way  of  life.  It  is  also 
hoped  that  in  this  environment  the  Cana¬ 
dian  will  also  engage  in  a  further  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  various  countries  in  the  world 
and  the  variety  of  cultures. 

The  International  Club  had  been  in 
existence  previous  to  the  donation  of  the 
house.  However,  it  has  now  taken  on  the 
greater  role  of  providing  for  most  of  the 
activities  that  take  place  in  the  house.  Its 
immediate  purpose  is  to  provide  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  students  to  meet  and  get  to 
know  each  other  in  an  informal  atmos¬ 
phere.  The  executive  is  made  up  of  both 
Canadian  and  overseas  students.  The 
programs  formed  try  to  encourage  both 
groups  of  students  to  participate. 

To  introduce  the  overseas  student  to 
the  Kingston  community,  the  club  spon¬ 
sored  International  Night,  an  evening  of 
national  dances  in  costume,  instrumental 
music,  songs  and  skits  which  were  given 
by  individuals  and  groups  representing  a 
large  number  of  foreign  countries. 

International  House  is  a  center  where 
the  overseas  student  and  the  Canadian 
student  can  acquire  both  educational  and 
social  rewards.

University  Day  1963 

There  seems  to  exist  among  Queen’s  students  a  degree 
of  uncertainty  as  to  the  nature  of  University  Day.  It  is 
difficult  to  understand  why  this  should  be,  since  a  clear 
explanation  of  its  significance  is  to  be  found  in  the  A.M.S. 
Constitution,  a  document  which,  as  we  all  know,  is  cher¬ 
ished  by  each  and  every  Queen’s  man.  “The  purpose  of 
University  Day”,  reads  By-Law  26,  “shall  be  to  stimulate 
awareness  in  the  history  and  tradition  of  Queen’s.” 

University  Day  was  celebrated  for  the  first  time  last 
year.  A  brain-child  of  Stewart  Goodings,  a  former  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  A.M.S.,  it  ranks  in  importance  somewhere  be¬ 
tween  Easter  Sunday  and  National  Eat-More-Asparagus 
Week. 


Since  Queen’s  was  founded  on  Oct.  16,  1841,  Univer¬ 
sity  Day  was  held  this  year  on  Oct.  25.  The  program  was 
considerably  expanded  in  scope,  due  primarily  to  the  fan¬ 
tastic  drive  and  administrative  genius  shown  by  the  Uni¬ 
versity  Day  Committee,  under  its  Chairman,  Charles 
Gary  Southmayd  III,  and  due  also  to  a  budget  of 
impressive  proportions.  Highlights  of  the  day  were  the  A. 
M.S.  Lecture,  delivered  by  Northrop  Frye,  Principal 
of  Victoria  College,  a  banquet  featuring  the  talents  of  that 
well-known  Queen’s  grad,  J.  Alex  Edmison,  a  special  sou¬ 
venir  paper,  and  a  dance. 

It  is  rumoured  that  next  year’s  University  Day  will  be 
even  better  than  this  year’s.  Well,  anything  is  possible.

In  the  mediaeval  English  “university  of  the  common  law”,  composed  of  the  Inns  of  Court  where 
lawyers  and  law  students  lived  studied  at  Westminster,  it  was  a  practice  to  hold  “moots”  from 
time  to  time  at  which  fictitious  cases  involving  knotty  points  of  law  were  argued  by  senior  students 
before  the  Masters  of  the  Bench  of  the  Inn.  All  the  other  students  attended  and  took  notes,  and 
disputed  the  case  among  themselves  afterwards. 

In  keeping  with  this  tradition,  moots  are  still  held  in  the  English  Inns  of  Court  and  the  custom 
has  spread  to  all  law  schools  in  the  Commonwealth  and  the  United  States. 

In  Queen’s  Faculty  of  Law,  each  student  is  required  to  take  part  in  one  moot  in  each  year. 
For  this  purpose  a  court  known  as  the  “Queen’s  Ultimate  Court”  has  been  established  in  three 
divisions,  Trial,  Appellate  and  Ultimate.  The  judges  of  the  Trial  and  Appellate  Divisions  are 
practising  barristers  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Law  Faculty.  In  the  Ultimate  Division,  real 
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judges  preside,  with  practising  barristers  as  puisne  judges.  Judges  and  students  counsel  wear 
gowns  and  follow  the  procedure  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario  and  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada. 

Each  year,  the  four  best  second  year  “mooters”  are  selected,  and  in  their  final  year  these 
argue  at  a  special  moot  called  The  Trophy  Moot,  before  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario 
and  two  senior  barristers.  The  two  adjudged  best  have  their  names  inscribed  on  a  shield  presented 
by  the  Frontenac  County  Law  Association  which  hangs  in  the  Reading  Room  of  the  Law  Building. 

In  recommending  students  for  advanced  studies  or  employment,  it  helps  members  of  the  staff 
to  be  able  to  point  to  a  good  moot  court  record. 

Students  work  at  their  moot  cases  with  all  the  enthusiasm  of  a  defence  counsel  in  a  murder 
trial,  and  lawyers  remember  their  moot  cases  all  their  lives.

Students  feel  proud  when  reminded  that  Queen’s 
University  was  chosen  as  the  first  university  to  welcome 
Treasure  Van.  On  November  18th -21st  1963,  at  Grant 
Hall.  Treasure  Van  marked  its  eleventh  anniversary  with 
a  very  successful  sale  of  foreign  handicrafts  from  thirty 
countries.  Dr.  Paulin  Jewett,  a  Queen’s  graduate  and  a 
former  member  of  the  Political  Science  department  and 
presently  M.P.  for  Northumberland  County  officiated  at 
the  opening  of  the  sale. 

The  idea  of  Treasure  Van  was  born  in  a  prisoner-of- 
war  camp  in  Singapore,  in  the  mind  of  Mrs.  Ethel 
Mulvaney,  a  Canadian  nurse.  The  hunger  and  suffering 
which  she  saw  and  experienced  reminded  her  of  the 
normal  living  conditions  of  many  thousands  of  villagers 
in  India  where  she  lived  before  the  war.  She  resolved  that 
when  the  war  was  over,  she  would  do  everything  she 


could  to  help,  particularly  by  stimulating  a  demand  for 
the  goods  made  by  the  hands  and  hearts  of  such  people. 

With  its  growth  in  size,  the  objectives  of  Treasure  Van 
have  expanded.  Besides  drawing  attention  to  people  in 
other  countries,  it  enables  craftsmen  in  developing 
countries  to  raise  their  standard  of  living  by  providing  a 
market  for  their  goods.  It  has  also  helped  to  draw  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  international  activities  of  WUS  and  makes 
funds  available  to  finance  its  many  student  welfare  projects 
overseas. 

The  Treasure  Van  sale  operates  like  many  WUS  pro¬ 
jects  on  the  self  help  principle.  Students  devote  their  time 
and  energy  to  make  the  sale  a  success  and  the  experience 
of  selling  or  just  browsing  at  a  Treasure  Van  Sale  is 
fascinating.

1959  heralded  the  beginning  of  something  new  in  winter 
frivolity  at  Queen’s.  Snowball  week-end,  a  brain-child  of 
the  Levana  Athletic  Board  of  Control,  who  wanted  to  pro¬ 
mote  interest  in  their  activities,  introduced  the  first  snow 
sculpture  contest  and,  the  first  All-Queen’s  Chariot  Meet.

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The  James  G.  Bews  Trophy,  symbolizing  both 
excellence  and  participation  in  intramural  ath¬ 
letics,  was  presented  to  the  university  by  the  1939 
Alumni  in  honour  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Bews  —  “physical 
director"  from  1919  to  1936  and,  in  addition, 
originator  of  the  men’s  intramural  athletics  pro¬ 
gramme.  After  beginning  from  modest  propor¬ 
tions,  the  Bews  competition  has  grown  into  one  of 
the  most  efficient  and  largest  organizations  of  its 
kind.  The  primary  purpose  is  to  provide  a  system 
whereby  every  Queen’s  man  can  participate  in 
some  form  of  athletics;  it  must  be  emphasized, 
however,  that  individual  prowess  is  not  the  vital 
factor  in  winning  the  coveted  trophy.  The  winning 
years  are  well  organized  by  their  athletic  sticks 
and  points  for  participation  provide  the  incentive 
to  develop  a  contending  year. 

It  is  a  fairly  safe  assumption  to  say  that  “the 
Bews”  has  been  a  successful  venture  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  even  more  fellows  will  participate 
in  and  derive  enjoyment  from  intramural  athletics.

MODEL 

PARLIAMENT  4 

—ITS  HISTORY 
AND  PURPOSE 


From  its  beginning  in  1930  un¬ 
til  1956,  Queen's  Model  Parliament  con¬ 
sisted  of  little  more  than  a  “gathering  of  the 
clan”.  There  were  no  elections,  the  government 
rotated  annually  and  policy  was  the  product  of  an 
interparty  committee. 


In  1956,  efforts  by  the  organizers  to  provide  some  badly  needed 
realism  resulted  in  the  government  formulating  its  own  policy.  Of  the 
five  parties  that  year,  the  Liberals  were  the  only  ones  to  promise  the  con 
struction  of  a  wheat  conveyor  belt  from  the  Prairies  to  Halifax. 


The  climax  of  the  campaign  was  an  effigy  hanging  by  the  Federalists.  While  that 
party  hanged  and  burned  Mr.  A.  Dogmatic  Conservative  for  crimes  Canadian  unity,  the 
Reformed  Social  Credit  Party  tried  to  match  the  spectacle  with  an  open  prayer  meeting  nearby 


The  year  1957  saw  elections  held  for  the  first  time.  In  defiance  of  an  order  by  Vladimir  Ilyich 
Lenin,  five  parties  headed  into  their  first  real  campaigns.  The  Feminine  Fighters  for  Freedom  (F.F.F.),  a  new 
party  that  year,  announced  they  were  guided  by  the  “spirit  of  the  female  intellect.” 


The  polls  showed  the  Tories  as  victors  with  the  F.F.F.  Party  a  close  second  and  gaining  fast  in  the  Science  Clubrooms. 


1959  was  called  the  Muddle  Parliament  because  of  the  frantic  game  of  musical  chairs  played  by  the  established  parties.  Annoyed 
at  the  formation  of  the  Reactionary  Monarchist  Party  and  the  Science  Reform  Party,  the  Liberals,  Progressive  Conservatives  and 
C.C.F.  withdrew  from  Model  Parliament  on  Jan.  27.  By  the  30th  the  Tories  had  returned,  followed  by  the  C.C.F.  on  Feb.  3.  The 
Liberals  stood  on  principle  and  never  did  return.  The  Reactionary  Monarchists,  a  party  of  the  uncommon  man,  withdrew  their  invi¬ 
tation  to  Bridgette  Bardot  to  become  Queen’s  first  monarch  because  she  did  not  measure  up  intellectually.  Said  the  Tory  leader  on 
his  narrow  two  seat  victory  over  the  Monarchists,  “It  shows  what  will  happen  when  you’re  sincere.” 

1960,  this  was  the  year  of  the  Christian  Fascist  and  IDIOT  Parties.  The  Christian  Fascists  were  formed  to  enforce  the  doctrine 
of  brotherly  love.  The  IDIOT  Party,  Individuals  Dedicated  to  Interesting  Original  Thought,  operated  on  the  fundamental  principle 
that  all  governmental  decisions  should  be  based  on  undeniable  pure  logic.  But  the  Tories  won  again.  Model  Parliament  was  shaken 
to  the  core  that  year  by  its  first  coup  d’etat.  The  Christian  Fascists  kidnapped  the  Governor-General  and  substituted  one  of  their  own 
members  in  his  place.  After  having  read  the  throne  speech,  he  promptly  dissolved  parliament  and  granted  absolute  power  to  the  Fa¬ 
scist  leader. 


The  campaign  of  1961,  which  resulted  in  the  first  Liberal  victory  in  five  years  of  elections,  was  highlighted  by  a  rally  marking 
the  birthday  of  Sir  John  A.  MacDonald.  Led  by  the  Hon.  George  Nowlan,  a  motorcade  made  its  way  to  the  MacDonald  Park  statue 
only  to  find  Sir  John  A.  wearing  a  huge  red  polkadot  bow  tie  and  carrying  an  equally  large  “LAURIER”  banner. 

In  1962,  an  impassioned  engineer  wrote  to  the  student  newspaper,  accusing  the  participants  in  Model  Parliament  of  being  merely 
charade-playing  politicians.  The  Queen’s  Journal  apparently  agreed.  “Vote  if  you  must.  We  won’t,”  said  one  of  its  less  enlightened 
editorials.  The  result  was  the  Liberals  won  their  second  in  a  row. 


The  following  year  was  distinguished  by  a  high  level  of  confusion  among  the  parties’  defence  policies  and  not  much  else. 
The  Tories  won  a  narrow  three  seat  victory  over  the  Liberals.

This  year  Dr.  Herbert  J.  Muller  delivered  the  Dunning 
Trust  Lectures,  entitled  “The  Individual  in  a  Revolution¬ 
ary  World”. 

Dr.  Muller  is  presently  working  on  a  three  volume  his¬ 
tory  of  freedom.  The  first  volume,  Freedom  in  the 
Ancient  World  “won  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  award  annually 
to  honour  studies  in  the  great  tradition  of  humane  learning. 
The  second  volume  “Freedom  in  the  Western  World”,  was 
published  in  February  1963. 

The  Chancellor  Dunning  Trust  was  established  in  1948 


in  honour  of  the  late  Charles  A.  Dunning,  Chancellor  of 
the  University  1940  to  1958. 

The  purpose  of  the  trust  is  “to  promote  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  the  supreme  importance  of  the  dignity, 
freedom  and  responsibility  of  the  individual  person  in 
human  society. 

The  chief,  though  not  the  only  means  used  to  achieve 
this  purpose,  has  been  successive  series  of  relevant  lect¬ 
ures.  The  1964  series  by  Dr.  Herbert  J.  Muller  is  the  four¬ 
teenth.

Queen’s  University  Concert  Series 
brings  to  the  campus  each  year  a  number 
of  concerts  of  outstanding  interest  and 
merit.  This  past  year  it  presented  five 
concerts,  each  given  by  an  artist  of  in¬ 
ternational  fame. 

Erick  Friedman,  violinist,  opened  the 
series  in  October.  He  is  one  of  the  very 
few  pupils  of  Heifetz,  and  his  recordings 
have  established  him  as  one  of  the  world’s 
most  brilliant  violinists. 

Pianist  Byron  Janis  and  mezzo-soprano 
Grace  Bumbry  performed  here  in  No¬ 
vember  and  in  January.  Both  artists  are 
recognized  in  Europe  and  North  America 
as  major  performers. 

The  concert  by  the  Philharmonica  Hun- 
garica  under  Miltiades  Caridis  marked 
the  first  time  in  decades  that  a  major 
symphony  orchestra  from  Europe  has 
played  at  Queen’s.  The  final  concert  was 
given  by  the  brilliant  guitar  ensemble, 
the  Romeros. 


In  presenting  these  five  attractions,  the  Concert  Series 
again  followed  its  policy  of  scheduling  artists  of  recognized 
renown;  in  the  past  it  has  presented  Marian  Anderson, 
the  Modern  Jazz  Quartet,  and  Andres  Segovia.  And  it  has 
continued  its  policy  of  presenting  soloists  and  groups  which 
are  not  usually  heard  on  the  commercial  stage:  harpists, 


guitarists,  chambers  groups,  and  organists.  The  rationale 
behind  this  policy  is  that  it  is  the  obligation  of  any  univer¬ 
sity  to  make  available  to  its  students  a  carefully  selected 
sampling  of  the  great  artists  and  groups  performing  at 
that  time.  It  is  as  important  for  any  student  to  know  of  the 
great  artists  in  music  as  of  the  great  authors  in  literature.

The  selection  of  these  attractions  is  made  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  students  and  staff  which  is  free  to  pick  what¬ 
ever  artists  it  feels  most  appropriate;  over  a  thousand  at¬ 
tractions  are  available  to  Queen’s  each  year. 

The  Series  has  had  a  distinguished  history,  and  is  re¬ 
garded  as  one  of  the  most  enviable  in  American  uni¬ 
versities.  It  is  the  biggest  series  in  a  Canadian  university; 
it  operates  on  a  budget  of  over  $10,000,  of  which  between 
$8,000  and  $9,000  may  be  spent  on  artists’  fees.  Many 
of  the  single  artists  brought  in  the  Series  charge  over 
$2000  for  a  performance. 


Because  of  the  importance  of  this  Series  in  the  student 
life  at  Queen’s,  the  Richardson  Trust  Fund  underwrites 
each  student  ticket.  This  allows  the  student  to  buy  for 
half  price.  And  every  year  about  500  students  tak,e  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  limited  number  of  tickets  available  to 
them.  The  hall  is  usually  almost  sold  out  by  the  end  of 
March  of  the  previous  season. 

Queen’s  University  Concert  Series  has  become  one  of 
the  central  cultural  organizations  for  the  campus  as  well 
as  for  the  town. 


Spring  Series  of  Concerts 


Between  January  and  March  1963  the  Spring  Series 
offered  four  recitals  of  chamber  music:  by  the  Hunga¬ 
rian  String  Quartet:  by  the  violinist  Renato  Bonacini,  by 
the  Baroque  Chamber  Players,  and  by  the  Albeneri  Trio. 

This  series  was  started  in  February  1959  by  a  small 
university  committee,  with  the  support  of  the  Richardson 
Fund,  to  bring  to  the  university  the  highest  quality  of 
chamber  music.  The  1959  series  offered  three  concerts; 
the  response  was  strong  enough  to  enlarge  the  series  to 
four  concerts  each  year  since  and  the  audience  have  re¬ 
mained  constant.  Some  of  the  finest  string  quartets  have 


played  in  this  Series:  the  Hollywood  Quartet,  the  Nether¬ 
lands  Quartet,  the  Hungarian  (twice),  the  Amadeus,  the 
Koeckert,  and  the  Canadian  Quartet.  Each  Series  has  in¬ 
cluded  a  Canadian  group  or  soloist.  The  all-Beethoven 
concert  given  by  the  Hungarian  Quartet  in  December  1960 
was  one  of  the  finest  recitals  in  a  distinguished  series 
and  perhaps  one  of  the  best  recitals  that  great  quartet  has 
given.  There  have  also  been  concerts  by  wind  quintets, 
various  trios,  and  by  solo  flute,  harpsichord,  violin, 
and  viola.  The  concerts  orginally  given  in  Convocation 
Hali  moved  this  year  to  the  auditorium  in  Dunning  Hall.

Where  Shall  I  Live 


“WHERE  SHALL  I  LIVE?”  is  always  an  important 
question  for  the  students  of  Queen’s  University,  of  whom 
only  a  small  percentage  come  from  the  City  of  King¬ 
ston  itself. 

Where  students  depend  on  lodgings  in  local  homes  and 
apartments  there  will  always  be  established  group-living 
arrangements  which  may  become  fixed  traditions,  like 
Medical  House  and  the  Science  Co-operative;  or  like  fra¬ 
ternities  and  sororities  on  campuses  where  they  have  been 
founded. 

With  a  steadily-increasing  number  of  university 
students,  with  the  campus  encroaching  on  available 
rooming-house  and  apartments  within  easy  walking  dis¬ 
tance  of  the  university  buildings,  the  planned  residence 
becomes  an  accepted  part  of  the  university  building  and 
planning  programme,  as  it  has  on  this  campus  and  others 
like  it.  This  is  the  history  of  the  Men’s  Residences  at 
Queen’s.  McNeill  House  was  opened  in  1955;  Morris  Hall 
in  1957;  and  Leonard  Hall  in  1959  with  its  dining  room 
opened  in  1960. 

The  story  of  the  Women’s  Residences  on  this  campus 
is  inextricably  bound  up  in  the  history  of  the  Women  of 
Queen’s  and  the  spirit  of  determination  and  loyalty  of 
Queen’s  Alumnae.  From  the  time  when,  fifty  years  ago, 
a  self-constituted  committee  of  women  students  rented  a 
house  on  William  Street  and  one  year  later,  moved  to  a 


second  one  at  the  corner  of  Clergy  and  Earl  Streets,  deri¬ 
sively  named  the  “Hen  Coop”,  to  the  building  and  opening 
of  Ban  Righ  Hall  in  1925,  it  has  been  a  history  of  effort 
and  financing  inspired  by  undergraduate  and  graduate 
women.  By  the  time  Adelaide  Hall  was  opened  in  1951 
and  Chown  Hall  in  1959  the  need  for  women’s  residences 
had  been  established  and  was  being  supported  by  the  uni¬ 
versity  administration. 

It  is  now  recognized  by  Queen’s  University  that  resi¬ 
dences  —  to  house  approximately  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
student  population,  male  and  female  —  are  necessary 
to  offer  the  security  of  a  good  place  to  live.  Local 
rooming-houses  are  becoming  fewer  and  farther  away. 
There  is  a  strong  desire  on  the  part  of  parents  to  have 
their  sons  and  daughters  —  particularly  in  their  first  year 
away  fom  home  —  under  a  good  roof,  protected  against 
loneliness  and  the  vagaries  of  landladies  and  indifferent 
accommodation. 

Although  there  is  still  something  of  the  “rah-rah”  tra¬ 
dition  and  the  boarding  school  myth  that  clings  inevitably 
and,  I  suppose,  harmlessly  to  college  residences,  ideally 
they  should  be  and  can  be  an  integral  part  of  the  whole 
university  experience,  strengthening  the  processes  of 
social  and  intellectual  development.

Officers  of  the  Queen's  University  Contingent  COTC  have  been  members  of  graduating  classes  for  more 
than  50  years.  Service  in  the  Contingent  may  be  with  the  Canadian  Army  Regular  or  Reserve  forces. 

Eligibility 

Canadian  citizens  and  British  subjects  who  are  landed  immigrants  may  earn  a  commission  while  at¬ 
tending  university. 

Training 

Military  training  during  the  term  is  about  two  hours  each  week.  Summer  training  is  a  minimum  period 
of  12  weeks,  but  may  be  extended  to  22  weeks. 

The  Regular  Officers  Training  Plan 

Tuition  and  other  expenses  are  paid,  plus  pay  and  allowances.  Members  are  commissioned  on  grad¬ 
uation,  then  serve  a  minimum  of  three  years  in  the  Regular  Army. 

The  Medical  Subsidization  Program 

Tuition  and  other  expenses  are  paid,  plus  pay  and  allowances.  Military  training  during  the  academic 
term  is  about  two  hours  per  week  during  the  first  year  only.
